W hen M errifield becam e a state 
trooper back in 1910, h e recalls, the 
problem of the 
force 
w as 
fu n d a ­ 
m entally to prevent crim e. 
T oday, 
he says, th e m ain job is one of ap ­ 
prehending crim inals after a crim e 
Is com m itted. 
M errifield^ service w ith th e state 
police goes back nearly 14 years b e­ 
fore a troop w as estab lish ed in H ar­ 
risburg. 
B efore the W orld war, he 
recalls, practically all o f the troop ­ 
er's work w as m ounted patrol duty. 
Every m em ber ot the force had his 
horse and his job w as to patrol cer­ 
tain beats, usually in the rural areas 
where the arm of Hie local police 
did nor reach.
